Christopher Buckner bound over 
to circuit court for VBT shooting

Christopher Isaiah Buckner, 34, of 
Carleton was bound 
over to Wayne County 
Circuit Court at the 
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shooting that left the 
victim’s hand having to be reattached. 

34" District Court Chief Judge Brian 
Oakley held the live preliminary exam 
on March 1 for Buckner, with Assistant 
Wayne County prosecutor Rima Yahfoufi 
and defense attorney Jonathan Cohen. 

The 40-year-old victim Ulysee Kirkland 
was in court in a wheelchair and testified to 
the events that took place on Jan. 30, 2023 
around 6:45 a.m. He testified his left hand 
had to be surgically attached to his body 
for blood flow due to his hand being shot, 
and losing two fingers. 

Kirkland testified he was traveling north 
on Rawsonville Road near Grove, when 
defendant Buckner pulled in front of him, 
got out of his vehicle with a long gun, and 
fired three rounds into his GMC-Yukon, 
with the first round injuring his left hand. 

Kirkland identified Buckner to the 
police as the person who shot him, and 
also described the silver-colored Dodge 
Charger he was driving. 

In an attempt to escape the defendant, 
the victim crashed into the rear of the 
defendant’s car, and pulled into the Tim 
Horton’s parking lot, waiting for police 
and medical. 

Kirkland stated he met the defendant 
face to face in the past and knew who he 
was. He also testified he had gone through 
several hand surgeries, and was scheduled 
for another on March 3. 

Judge Oakley bound him over to circuit 
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court on all counts: 

e Assault with intent to murder; 

e Assault with intent to do great bodily 
harm, less then murder; 

e Assault with a dangerous weapon 
(felonious assault); 

e Weapons, firearms — possession by 
felon; and 

¢ Four felony weapons charges. 

Bond of $500,000 cash/surety was set at 
arraignment, but then reduced to $100,000 
by Judge Lisa Martin at a probable cause 
conference on Feb. 15. The bond of 
$100,000 was continued and he was not to 
be released without a GPS tether. 

Van Buren Township Police reported that 
on Jan. 30, they responded at 6:45 a.m. to 
the report of a subject firing shots into a 
vehicle in the area of Rawsonville and 
Grove roads. 

Deputy Chief Joshua Monte said 
responding officers discovered a victim 
shot multiple times seated inside his 
vehicle. Officers were able to provide first 
aid to the victim who was transported to a 
local hospital. 

The suspect was taken into custody a 
short-time later at his residence by Van 
Buren officers assisted by deputies from 
the Monroe County Sheriff’s Office. 

The victim, a male from Van Buren 
Township, was hospitalized in stable 
condition.

Van Buren Township DDA to detail 
plans for Belleville Road widening

During a 38-minute meeting on Feb. 
28, the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority agreed that no time 
should be wasted on plans for widening of 
the one mile of Belleville Road between 
Tyler and Ecorse roads. 

The DDA’s new executive director Merrie 
Coburn, in office at her first meeting, 
reported to date the DDA has obtained 20 
right-of-way acquisitions and an additional 
14 are needed. 

The DDA finally has received contact 
information for a house on the west side 
of Belleville Road that had been a sticking 
point in the right-of-way project and more 
information should be forthcoming. 

There was discussion on whether to 
seek bids for a consultant to acquire 
the final 14 rights of way, but chairman 


Craig Atchinson said the Commonwealth 
Associates consultant they had did good 
work and they should stay with them. 

He said he didn’t want to waste time with 
going out for bids when it isn’t needed. 

Susan Ireland, the retiring DDA executive 
director at her last meeting, said after the 
first land appraisal, they had to get a second 
appraisal and it took time. 

Van Buren Township Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara agreed with chairman 
Atchinson about moving quickly. He said 
they could get land appraisals from a real 
estate representative and then another 
and give the property owner the high bid 
without discussing it. 

McNamara said the water main is 20- 
30 years old along that stretch of Belleville 
Road and DDA secretary Chris Brown, a 
builder, said it was more like 40 years old.

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City Council sets Goat Day for June 17 at Horizon Park

This year’s Goat Day will be on Saturday, 
June 17, at Horizon Park in Belleville. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, Mayor Pro Tem 
Ken Voigt, who was presiding in the 
absence of the mayor, announced that 
the date for Goat Day had been set and it 
would include a band, food trucks, and 4-H 
members with their goats. 

People will be able to pet the goats and 
take selfies with them, while listening to 
the 4-H members give the details about 
goats. 

Mayor Pro Tem Voigt said that goats have 
been found to be cost-effective and popular 
for trimming the bank of Belleville Lake. 
He said last year they had a Goat Day and 
it was very successful, so they are having 
another one this year. 

He said last year they sold $3,000 worth 
of goat T-shirts and the money went to the 
community food pantry. 

He said Moving the Mitten will sponsor 
the band and the 4-H will bring the goats. 

“Tt will be like Music in the Park, but with 
goats,” he said, adding activities will start 
about | or 2 p.m. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 


the council: 

e Approved the proposal by the Belleville 
High School Varsity Dance Team to adopt 
the Fourth Street Square and Fourth Street 
Place and to clean them up on Sundays (or 
every other Sunday) during the months of 
June and July as a public service. They 
will report anything that needs fixing 
to the city to give the city another set of 
eyes. Councilman Tom Fielder asked if 
they couldn’t do it on Tuesdays after the 
Farmers’ Market and car show on Mondays. 
Projects Administrator Steve Jones said 
the parttime Downtown Development 
Authority staff will clean on Tuesdays and 
the Dance Team will get the area fresh for 
the Monday events; 

e Approved a special event application 
for a Knights of Columbus Tootsie Roll 
fund raiser at Five Points on Palm Sunday 
weekend from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Friday and 
Saturday, March 31 and April 1, and 3 to 
6 p.m. Sunday, April 2. This is an annual 
event to raise funds to assist Michigan 
citizens with intellectual / developmental 
disabilities; 

e Approved holding the annual citywide 
yard sale event on September 9 and 10; 

e Approved accounts payable 
of $488,629.23 and the folowing 


departmental purchase in excess of $500: 
to West Shore Fire, Inc., $895 for testing of 
air bottles for the fire department; 

e Heard City Manager/Police Chief 
Dave Robinson say they are preparing a 
design for Victory Station so they can take 
it to the planning commission and then 
go out for bids. Then the city can hold a 
ground breaking with county officials 
to mark where most of the money came 
from for the renovations. Also, he noted 
that on Thursday, March 9, the planning 
commission will hold a public hearing 
on the marijuana ordinance and the 
commission’s recommendation will come 
to the city council for action. Then, they 
can start talking about revising the city 
charter, he said; 

e Learned the Michigan Department of 
the Treasury has announced the marijuana 
revenue going to local municipalities from 
the total $59.5 million being distributed 
among 224 municipalities and counties 
as a part of the Michigan Regulation and 
Taxation of Marijuana Act. In the tri- 
community only the city of Belleville is set 
to receive a check for $51,841.21 based on 
the revenue collected in FY 2022 for the 
one license it has for adult use marijuana 
distribution; 


e Heard Councilman Jeremiah Beebe 
say he would like to know how it’s 
going for Peoples Express and asked the 
administration to invite them to come 
back and talk to the council. Councilman 
Beebe also recognized the BHS wrestlers 
that placed in state competition: Connor 
Williams placed third and Demond 
Robinson placed sixth in their weight 
classes; 

e Discussed at length poor road conditions 
at Harbour Pointe and throughout the 
city. A resident of Harbour Pointe said 
snowblowers have been damaged by pieces 
of pavement loose beneath the snow in the 
subdivision. Voigt said the city is actively 
trying to get a program for all the streets in 
the city. He referred to the extra money the 
city just got from the marijuana, “I’m just 
one, but I’d say put it in a road fund”; and 

e Heard Allen Foulkes say that his four 
children will be competing in the state 
championships in Olympic Style Tae 
Kwon Do for fighting black belts at Hype 
Athletics in Wayne on Saturday and he 
invited everyone to come watch them 
compete. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley and Councilwoman 
Kelly Bates were absent and excused from 
Monday’s meeting. 


District Library works to fine-tune its Patron Behavior Policy

At its regular meeting on Feb. 14, the 
Belleville Area District Library discussed 
at-length fine-tuning its Patron Behavior 
Policy as recommended by the library 
attorney. 

After discussion, Library Director Mary 
Jo Suchy said she will reach out to the 
attorney to clarify language concerning 
shall/may, weapons, gender language, 
and wifi use. She said what was presented 
was the attorney’s standard language for 
libraries. 

She said the library staff is flexible, when 
when activities are rowdy and destructive 
they are asked to leave. When the policy 
is approved, a summary of the rules will 
be posted. 

After Suchy discusses the questions with 
the attorney and gets recommendations, 
the board will again review the policy. 

The focus on patron behavior was 
underlind when Director Suchy announced 
the library was the victim of an indecent 
exposure incident the previous week. 
The police were called and have issued a 
do-not-trespass order against the person 
involved and he has been banned from the 
library. 

Suchy said the library also had to give 


a teen a one-month suspension for vaping. 

While discussing recent expenditures, 
Suchy explained they installed two new 
cameras, one in the teen room and one 
heading down the hall. There are now12 
cameras in the library. 

There was discussion on how mental 
health issues need to be considered. 

In other business at the 47-minute- 
meeting, the board: 

e Unanimously approved two changes to 
the Art Committee Policy striking out the 
part dealing with membership and striking 
out the office of treasurer. Updates on other 
policies will be considered in the future; 

e Heard board president Sharon Peters 
say Art Committee president Michele 
Montour sent information by email that 
artwork displays by young people is being 
well-received in the library. Following the 
prize-winning Belleville Area Council for 
the Arts pieces displayed, artwork from 
students are now being displayed. The 
changing exhibitions now have been lined 
up until 2025; 

e Heard Suchy report that she and chairman 
Peters had a meeting with Belleville City 
Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson on 
the bus service being offered in the city. 
The company has a government grant to 
offer transportation to St. Joseph Hospital 


and the Ypsilanti bus terminal. The library 
had temporarily allowed passengers to be 
picked up in the city/library parking lot, 
but there are questions of liability. Peters 
said the program is “not really in our 
wheelhouse.” It is a transportation issue 
that should possibly be combined with 
senior transportation, she said. The city 
council was due to discuss the program at 
its Feb. 21 meeting; 

e Heard Suchy report that the library’s 
“curtain wall” is still leaking, but only 
when it rains a certain direction, not when 
it snows. They have been trying to fix that 
since the beginning and will continue, she 
said; 

e Heard Juriga say the question of why 
no concrete has been put in the sidewalk 
across Roys Street from the library had 
been turned over to him. First, he said, 
it’s obviously too cold. Then, the problem 
was discussed with the city. He said the 
minister at Grace Baptist found plans of the 
water pipe going under the sidewalk from 
the church’s baptismal font and a camera 
confirmed that. And, there are other pipes 
there. The library would like to cut ties to 
that problem; 

¢ Heard Barbara Miller of the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts report that the 
new Classic Movie Series began Feb. 9 with 


the library hosting “Double Indemnity” 
and the discussion that followed. The next 
movie is “Rear Window” on March 9; 

e Heard Miller also announce that the 
BACA has set up at trip to the Detroit 
Institute of the Arts to see the classic film 
“The Conformist” on Saturday, April 8. A 
bus provided by the DIA will leave the Van 
Buren Township Hall at 11 a.m. and arrive 
at the DIA about noon. After a tour of the 
DIA and lunch, if desired, the movie will 
be shown from 3-5 p.m. Cost is $20, but if 
you pay $25 you get to become a member 
of BACA. Miller is taking reservations 
which can be sent to her former office at 
321 Main St.; and 

e Welcomed Dr. Joy Kissel to the audience 
of the meeting. She is a new member of 
the Belleville Planning Commission and 
was introduced by Juriga, also a longtime 
member of the planning commission. Dr. 
Kissel teaches at Washtenaw Community 
College.

Be sure to attend 
March 16 meeting 
about our museum 


The Belleville Area Museum is in the 
hands of Van Buren Township and it’s been 
closed for 1,102 days, much to the chagrin of 
people who find this area’s history important. 

The township held a public meeting 
without elected officials where people from 
the tri-community were asked to write what 
they want at their museum on little sticky 
notes. That offended many attending. People 
have been scratching their heads ever since, 
wondering what in the heck is taking so long. 

The township finally set a meeting for Feb. 
22, but Mother Nature erased that date with 
a big storm. Now, the township meeting has 
been set for Thursday, March 16, at 6 p.m. 
at the Belleville Area District Library on 
Fourth Street in downtown Belleville. No 
other meetings that night. 

From the advertisement for the meeting, it 
looks like they have decided what they are 
going to do with our museum because they 
are having prize-winning consultants Good 
Design Group present the proposed master 
plan, followed by a public comment period. 
We can hardly wait. 

What bothers us is that everyone having a 
hand in this master plan — other than a few 
sticky notes — is not from the Belleville area. 
Most of the staff at Van Buren Township, 
talented as they are, are not originally from 
this area. They don’t have a deep feeling for 
our history and how critically important we 
feel it is for our children to learn. If you can 
get to the March 16 meeting, do so. It might 
make a difference.

EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


The name of the old malt shop next to the 
former theater on Main Street in downtown 
Belleville was: “Dee’s Dairy Bar” or “D’s 
Dairy Bar,” not sure of the spelling. Richard 
and Phyllis Smith recall that in the 1950s 
Walter Dewicki and his wife and sons, who 
lived next door, opened the popular hangout. 
Their son Jerry worked there for a while. 

I remembered it had a big juke box and 
units in the booths where you could put in 
your coins to select records. I remember 
driving by with other teens to see who 
was there. It was quite a gathering point 
in its day. That’s where Friends Fine Floor 
Covering now is located. 

Jack Loria said he lived on Second Street 
in those days and used to enjoy hanging out 
at the dairy bar. He, too, remembered it was 
owned by the Dewickis. 

Richard said in the early 1960s it was 
operating as Fey’s Restaurant. 

Bob Sears also called to confirm the name 
was Dee’s Dairy Bar and Phyllis McClelland 
sent an email to say the same. 

Mary Ann Bittner said, “I think the malt 
shop your California subscriber asked 
about might have been what my family 
knew as ‘Cloverdale’s’ on the same side of 
Main Street as what was once the BELVIL 
movie theater. Cloverdale’s was a sandwich 
shop with small booths as well as counter 
seating, known for its Cloverdale brand ice 
cream. For us, this was during 1973 until 
(not sure when).” 

Mary Ann also said, “I wasn’t in town 
during the 1950s, but would love to 
have seen everything. It’s sad enough 
missing what we had in town during the 
1970s through 1980s: hospital, US Post 
Office, A&P grocery, Foodville grocery, 
laundromat, Kureth’s & Manning’s clothing 
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stores, an office supply store, Box jewelry 
store, Golden Boy restaurant (now Egan’s 
Pub), Kentucky Fried Chicken & Hoot’s 
Boots (where Johnny’s on the Lake is now), 
Country Sports (not sure what’s there now, 
maybe Paddle Belleville?) Nice we still 
have Frosty Boy!” 

In the 1950s, the Paddle Belleville building 
was Detroit Edison where my father would 
take in light bulbs to be exchanged free. 
After Edison, it was Chesley Odom’s 
studios. 

Jim Graham remembered the four Dewicki 
boys and Jerry, the second oldest, who ran 
the business. The other sons were Walt, 
Vito, and Zennin. After about a year as a 
deli on the left and soda shop on the right, 
Jerry set up a grill and booths were set up 
on the right and there was a penny arcade. 
You could test your strength, see how much 
electrical shock you could take and weigh 
yourself. 

Jim remembered Mr. Dewicki was a 
gunsmith and he and his wife were first 
generation from Poland, he thinks. Next 
owner was “Mom Lakuta” for three or four 
years and then the Fay brothers, who added 
a pizza oven and later moved to the arcade 
on South Street. 

Thanks to everyone for sharing your 
memories with us. 

Phyllis and Richard will be celebrating 
their 59" wedding anniversary in August. 
Do you want to know anything about old 
Belleville? They are sure to know because 
they were there — along with Jack Loria and 


the others. 

One of our readers said he thinks all school 
students should be trained in CPR (cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation). He said he has 
seen classes here and there for CPR, but he 
thinks the students should all get the life- 
saving skill. 

An observer of the passing scene said he 
thinks the Van Buren 7 
Township Downtown 
Development Authority 
got it wrong by voting 
for the widening of 
Belleville Road between 
Tyler and Ecorse to 
three lanes, including a 
center turn lane. 

He said it should be five lanes, so it 
matches up with the roadway to the south 
and to the north of that span. 

He said that area is very busy now and 
drivers dart in and out of the trailer park 
there as it is. And, the new senior apartment 
complex at Robson Road hasn’t even been 
completed yet. It is sure to add more traffic 
to that area. 

Its a big, costly deal to widen that 
roadway, but it’s wasting all the effort and 
cost involved if you just make it three lanes, 
he said. Go all the way and have it match 
what is north of Ecorse and south of Tyler 
on Belleville Road, he said.

Good news about BHS 
after-school program 


To the editor: 

Its a happy occasion for me to share 
good news in our community. For the 
past several months I have been a regular 
volunteer tutor at Belleville High School 
(BHS) in a program called Tiger Success 
Institute (TSI). This early high school 
intervention program seeks to identify 
grade nine students who may be struggling 
in some of their academics. These students 
(with parental agreement and cooperation) 
attend a tutoring program on Tuesday and 
Thursday after school, running through 
4:30 p.m. After the tutoring session, the 
school provides a bus to take the student 
home, a great convenience to the student 
and to his/her parents. About 60 students 
participate in each session. 

This program has been initiated by the 
BHS Principal Mrs. Nicole Crockett 
and teacher Mrs. Katie Fryske. The 
other teachers who make this program 
successful are Matt DeHaan (manager 
of each afternoon’s initial study session) 
and Mrs. Linzell (coordinator and data 
analysis). Those who make up the corps 
of tutors are teachers from the faculty, 
talented students from the National Honors 
Society coordinated by Mrs. Cori Kidder, 
and volunteers from the community. 

The program begins promptly after school 
with the students going to a classroom 
designated by subject matter: science, 
math, English, social studies to work for 
about an hour, a program well-coordinated 
by Mrs. Cori Kidder. 

The students take a break for a snack 
provided by the program: pizza or a sub 
and the like. Then the student ensemble 
takes a brief, vigorous walk. After the 
walk the students report for the final hour 
of study in the library. Tutors continue 
to be available. I have seen this working 
efficiently for months. 

The program from all appearances is very 
well organized, orderly, and well attended. 
I have personally observed the following: 

1. The students are orderly, cooperative 
of and respectful. 

2. Many teachers are present after school 
and offer assistance to the students. 

3. The students treat the school premises 
with respect. I have seen no signs of 
vandalism or damage. Really minimal 
trash. 

4. During the second part of the program 
which begins after the snack, the Principal 
Mrs. Crockett or another staff member 
begins the second session with “A Mindful 
Moment,” a brief inspirational pep talk 
about success and responsibility. 

As a long-time resident I wanted to share 
my very positive experience in our high 
school.

Sumpter legal notices 
should be in local paper 


To the editor: 

Every Thursday of every week the editor 
of this newspaper is busy delivering the 
latest issues of the Belleville Independent, 
hot off the presses. Over 5,000 newspapers 
are delivered to various restaurants, gas 
stations, retail outlets and public buildings 
in Belleville, Sumpter Township and Van 
Buren Township. An additional 2,000 issues 
are set aside for pick up, mailed, or available 
in a box outside of the Independent’ office 
on Main Street in Belleville, where a steady 
stream of residents stop by to get their copy. 
Retail establishments are glad to have a stack 
of papers next to their doors; the popularity 
of the paper makes it a good “draw” for their 
customers. The paper has been around for a 
long time, is popular with most folks living 
in the area, and is a source of local news, and 
opinions by the editor and residents. It is 
also the “newspaper of record” for Van Buren 
Township and the city of Belleville, which 
means it is the newspaper that prints those 
municipalities’ legal notices; information vital 
to an informed public. 

Sumpter Township also used the Independent 
as their “newspaper of record” for over 13 
years, but the township officials decided in 
February of 2020 to ignore the wishes of the 
residents, and began placing their legal notices 
in an obscure on-line publication instead. 

Many of those township officials who 
were around back then are, unfortunately, 
still around today, and they haven’t changed 
their tune; they still blame the Independent 
for all of the unfortunate decisions they have 
made over the years, and for their own lapses 
in judgment. If a township official knocks 
down a neighbor’s fence, they don’t blame 
the official, they blame the Independent for 
reporting it, along with the resident who 
brought it to their intention, as well. On a 
regular basis, most of the board members 
are complicit, well-orchestrated, and bitter 
rants against the paper, blaming it for every 
perceived ill in the township.

12 of 2022, when the members of the board 
began another rant against the newspaper, 
while the editor was there, as usual, taking 
notes.

Egypt murder cases AUCTION WANTED SERVICES

Three separate murder trials will determine 
the guilt or innocence of the three men who 
have been in the Wayne County Jail since 
late 2020 when they were arrested. 

The Wayne County Circuit Court jury trial 
for Timothy Eugene Moore, 37, of Toledo 
has been reset for July 24 in the shooting 
death of Elizabeth (Egypt) Covington on 
June 22,2017 in Van Buren Township. 

The jury trial had been set for Dec. 12, 
2022. On Feb. 28, 2023 the final review 
date, the order was signed for the July 24 
jury trial before Judge Wanda A. Evans. 

Moore has been in the Wayne County Jail 
since his Nov. 8, 2020 arrest, along with the 
two other defendants. 

Moore is charged with Ist degree 
premeditated murder, felony murder, home 
invasion-|st degree, and four counts of 
weapons-felony firearm. Another count 
of possession of a weapon by a felon was 
dismissed by 34th District Court Judge 
Tina Brooks Green at the preliminary exam 
on March 25, 2021. 

Shandon R Groom, 30, of Toledo, another 
defendant in the case, had his case separated 
from the other two defendants on Feb. 8, 
2022 after Judge Evans heard and granted 
a motion to sever his case from the others 
and have a separate file. A motion hearing 
on his case was set for April 22, 2022 and 
then adjourned until May 9, 2022. 

Groom has pled not guilty to charges of 
homicide—felony murder, home invasion— 
Ist degree, premeditated 1st degree murder, 
and three counts of weapons—felony 
firearm. 

His jury trial had been set for Oct. 3, 2022 
and now has been adjourned until April 10, 
2023. 

On March 22, 2022 Shane Lamar Evans, 
34, of Sumpter Township, had an order for 
a competency evaluation signed by Judge 
Evans. A review date on his case was set 
for May 31, 2022 before Judge Evans. 

Shane Evans was charged with homicide— 
felony murder and home invasion—Ist 
degree. 

On Feb. 28, all his competency hearings 
were complete and he was found competent 
to stand trial. 

His jury trial is set for Dec. 11, 2023. 

All three would face life in prison if 
convicted of their charges. 

Egypt was a 2007 graduate of Belleville 
High School and a popular local singer. 
She was employed as an account manager 
for beer and wine distributor Rave and had 
worked at Johnny’s on the Lake and Bayou 
Grill in Belleville.

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Sumpter wants to assess whether to repair or replace buildings

Before allocating any funds for repair of 
township buildings, Sumpter Township Board 
of Trustee members agreed they wanted to 
follow through on an appraisal of all the 
township buildings to see if they should be 
replaced instead of repaired. 

This was in response to line items proposed 
by Finance Director Scott Holtz at the Feb. 28 
public hearing on the proposed $5.83 million 
general fund budget for 2023-24. 

Holtz had proposed $300,000 for a new roof 
for the township hall and $300,000 to set aside 
for emergency use for “surprises.” 

Trustee Don LaPorte said that $300,000 
number kept coming up and he would like 
to determine what they are going to do with 
township hall. He said it should be determined 
whether they are going to put “lipstick” on this 
old pig or construct a building more condusive 
to serving residents. 

He also would like to cut expenses so they are 
not spending more than they’re taking in. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan agreed, saying she 
is against throwing good money after bad, by 
making repairs at the community center and 
putting a new roof on the township hall. She 
proposed hiring a grant writer because other 
communities are snatching up the money 
available. She said a few grants would go a long 
way. 

Holtz said he’s signed up for all grants 
available and Township Manager Tony Burdick 
and he are looking under every rock. 

Trustee Morgan asked if they were looking 
at federal funds and Holtz said they can start 
looking there, too. 

Manager Burdick said the township can get a 
consultant who knows all the grants available. 
He would be paid a fee for looking and then get 
a portion of the grant. 

Burdick said he is all in favor and has started 
looking at a number of localized sources. 

Trustee Tim Rush, who also serves as deputy 
supervisor, said Supervisor Tim Bowman 
presented a conceptual drawing of the 
community center, but it would take a couple 
of years. 

Burdick said the consultant can be talked 
about at the next workshop. 

Also, during the budget public hearing, Holtz 
said last year’s proposed budget was $5.6 
million and the new budget is $5.83 million. 

He said property values went up 5% and taxes 
will be going up based on the taxable value of 
the resident’s property. He estimated 15% fewer 
new housing permits this year. 

Under expenses, he proposed seven new 
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computers to replace those that are seven to ten 
years old and purchase of new filing cabinets in 
the clerk’s office. He said they have old cabinets 
leaking asbestos, which is a safety issue. 

Holtz said they had put an extra $30,000 a 
month to fund the pension for police and now 
they are 87% funded. He recommended cutting 
back to $25,000. He said the board already 
approved a new police department vehicle. 

He said new doors are needed on the 
community center. 

He said the landfill royalty fund, as of March 
31,2022, was $7.5 million and he has budgeted 
$8 million in the new budget. He figures 
reduced royalties by 15%. 

Holtz said the board will have to decide 
what to do with the ARPA (American Rescue 
Plan Act) funds that they have invested and are 
maturing April 1. 

Also, the Great Lakes Water Authority has 
announced a 4.7% increase in rates for Sumpter. 
He said there will have to be a discovery 
process on whether to raise water rates. He said 
he would like to see a rise done incrementally 
rather than one big increase. 

Also, he said it is time to have a landfill audit 
to make sure the township is getting what it 
should be getting. 

Fiscally Ready Communities is a project 
coming up that determines whether there should 
be construction or maintenance for five years 
before starting. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said he would like to 
have a balanced budget. He said money is set 
aside, but he doesn’t want to use that emergency 
fund. 

He said it would take $12 million to put up a 
building to house everything and even if they 
get grants for half, it is a huge amount of money. 

He said he would like to see the $300,000 for 
the roof pulled until evaluations are done. 

Also, he said the water and sewer funds are 
separate from the general fund and you don’t 
take money from the general fund to cover the 
rise in water rates. 

LaPorte referred to Van Buren Township’s 
community center now under construction and 
said Sumpter is using a 75-year-old school for 
police and a community center that doubles as 
a senior center. 

He said the $12 million figure will climb to 
$14 or $15 million over the next few years. 

LaPorte said he would support funding 
repairs for buildings in the budget, identified 
in advance. Maybe the roof needs and patch 
so they could move into a new building in 18 
months. 

He said they keep going to this imaginary tree 
with the million dollar bills hanging on it. 

Resident Mary Ban said she would like to 
see a copy of the budget being proposed at this 
public hearing and Holtz said he didn’t make 
any copies for the public. He said he didn’t 
know how many to make and he was trying for 
a cost savings. 


In other business at the Feb. 28 meeting, the 
board: 

e Had a workshop with Burdick asking the 
board how it wants to spend the ARPA funds 
which has a deadline of December 2024 for a 
decision and must be complete by December 
2026. He asked Public Safety Director Eric 
Luke to comment on the Human Relations 
committee’s new policy that is coming in the 
future. Director Luke said there is a retirement 
within his staff and more are coming because a 
lot hired in at the same time. An attrition plan 
will be made to start the process before its 
needed; 

e Approved the recommendation by the 
planning commission to rezone 45476 Harris 
Rd. (the former PNA/Moose Hall) from 
R-2 to C-1. Plans for use of the building are 
incomplete, said Trustee Oddy, noting the 
owner is considering a daycare, coffee house, 
and other uses and is still evaluating the options; 

e Approved the attendance of deputy Treasurer 
Campbell at the MMTA basic institute program 
April 23-28 with a cost not to exceed $1,332; 

e Approved offering all eligible employees 
the MedMutual Voluntary & Dependent life 
program effective March 2023 at no cost to 
Sumpter Township; 

e Approved the fire department grant writing 
fee of $5,165 to JW2 Fire Consultants for the 
2022/23 FEMA AFG cycle; 

e Approved assigning the township manager, 
township attorney, and public safety director to 
the Blight Remediation Committee and direct 
them to address extreme, last-resort blight 
issues. A municipal civic infraction will be used 
on the worst cases which could result in the 
township putting up the money for destruction 
and, if not paid in 12 months, putting it on the 
tax bill; 

e Approved tabling consideration of four offers 
for a 69.36-acre parcel on Martinsville Road 
and asking the two top bidders of $250,000 
each to come back with their highest offer and 
an intended use, and reinstate the contract with 
Moving the Mitten real estate which expired in 
December; 

e Approved considering Ashley Harris a 
deputy treasurer from 12-5 p.m., Feb. 28, and 
pay her five hours of deputy treasurer pay; 

e Heard Mary Ban thank DTE for the 
incredible job it had to do after the ice storm. 
She said she hopes DTE will reassess the 
township’s power needs, especially with the 
bigger homes going in. Concerning the Ohio 
train derailment and waste coming to Van Buren 
Township and Romulus. Ban recalled going to 
EPA meetings years ago when the toxic landfill 
was being permitted in Van Buren Township. 
DPW Director John Danci said leachate wells 
in the Great Lakes area makes no sense; and 

e Heard Trustee LaPorte thank the fire 
chief and fire fighters for the huge amount of 
calls they covered over a 48-hour period and 
continued for four to five days after the fact.

Brown said you don’t want to put a brand- 
new road over old infrastructure and have 
things start falling in. 

Atchinson agreed that they don’t want to 
put a brand-new road over something that 
will start crumbling. 

McNamara said the stretch being discussed 
on Belleville Road is one mile long and the 
road being redone on Haggerty is also one 
mile long and there is a $2.5 million cost 
for Haggerty. 

McNamara said the DDA has to discuss 
how much money it wants to put up front 
for Belleville Road to get the project 
moving. 

“T think we should go ahead,” Atchinson 
said of serious plans. 

McNamara suggested a full board 
workshop, including Director of Municipal 
Services Ron Akers, Wade Trim engineers, 
Merrie Coburn and others. 

McNamara asked Coburn to contact 
Akers and they can talk about it. He said 
he, Coburn, and Akers have a meeting each 
week. 

The DDA was informed of the $384,900 
grant for the SafeVB Roads and Streets 
Action Plan and another meeting has been 
set with consultants to discuss upcoming 
SEMCOG Transportation Planning and 
Transportation Alternatives Program 
grants. 

Also, staff has been informed that 
Belleville Road from Tyler to Ecorse Road 
has been placed on the Wayne County FAC, 
TEDF Category C funding for $2,111,000 
for the 2025 funding year. 

McNamara stressed that the county 
will want to see funds coming from the 
township, as well. 

In other business at the brief meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Unanimously approved allocating 
$44,264.22 of the previously approved 
$64,660.08 to the 2023 DDA streetlighting 
line item in order to correctly align the 
budget to the year parts are received. 
Some replacement parts were received in 
2022 and some in 2023 from Great Lakes 
Electric; 

e Heard Coburn report that the two parcels 
within the DDA district that had filed 
petitions with the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
for 2022 have been dismissed; and 

e Heard McNamara reply to questions 
about the hazardous waste from the Ohio 
train derailment that had been headed to a 
Van Buren Township landfill. He said while 


he doesn’t like to have hazardous waste 
in the township, this is the best place for 
it. He said the Wayne Disposal facility at 
the US Ecology site is the finest facility in 
the state, if not the nation or the world. He 
said they adhere to very strict guidelines 
and are very good at what they do. While 
the hazardous waste shipments to Wayne 
Disposal have stopped for now, he expects 
they will be reinstituted because this is the 
very best place for them to go. 


VBT DDA welcomes new 
executive director, OKs 
Ireland’s help for a year

Merrie Coburn was welcomed by the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority as its new executive director 
at its regular meeting Jan. 24. Van Buren 
Township Clerk Leon Wright swore her into 
office. 

Coburn, who was director of the Romulus 
DDA and the Romulus Tax Increment 
Finance Authority, said she had spent 20 
years working for Romulus. She said she is 
married and has two children in the service. 
She said she is an outlet and advocate for 
local business. 

The Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
approved her hiring at its Jan. 17 meeting 
after a DDA committee recommended her 
following interviews of four candidates. 
The DDA board approved her employment 
agreement and the $80,000 pay. 

The DDA board also approved an 
agreement with retiring executive director 
Susan Ireland stating that after Feb. 28, it 
will pay her $100 an hour for up to ten hours 
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a week and 40 hours a month to aid Coburn 
for a year or more. 

Ireland said Coburn will spend the first 
two weeks in February with her at the DDA 
headquarters at Harris Park to be instructed 
in the current activities and history of the 
DDA. 

“We still have five weeks with you,” 
Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said to Ireland, referring to her 
retirement date of Feb. 28. 

Ireland said the two weeks at the DDA 
headquarters will give them quiet time so 
she can explain everything. 

Supervisor McNamara said the plan is 
after the first two weeks to have Coburn 
in the building and planning department at 
township hall where she will get to know 
everybody in assessing, department of 
public services, and the other departments, 
if the DDA board lets them. 

“We at township hall will try to help her,” 
McNamara said. 
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“We want her to succeed,’ said DDA 
chairman Craig Atchinson. 

McNamara said he checked her references 
with officials in Romulus and they gave 
high praise for her work. “They are sad in 
Romulus,” he said. 

In discussing the agreement with Ireland, 
Ireland said, “I’ve been with the DDA since 
the beginning. It’s kinda like a baby for me.” 

She said Coburn also has been active with 
the Michigan Downtown Association. 

McNamara said the first month they can 
be together, a little the second month, and 
then as needed. 

“After all your hard work, I don’t want 
anything to fall through the cracks,” Coburn 
said. 

The board also agreed to pay 25% of 
the $48,000 agreement -- $12,000 -- for a 
lobbyist for the township to “open doors” 
in Lansing.

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At its Jan. 17 meeting, the township 
board had approved the hiring of Daniel 
Consulting as a lobbying firm at 50% of 
the cost with the DDA and the Water/Sewer 
fund paying 25% each of the total. 

McNamara said the state has a lot of 
money, some $90 billion surplus, and that 
money has to go somewhere and he’d like 
it to “be to us.” 

He said there is $28 million that they are 
trying to break loose for the Iron Belle Trail. 

DDA member Mark Laginess asked if this 
is separate from the funding scout the DDA 
hired and McNamara said it was. 

“This guy will lobby so the funding guy 
can sit in,’ McNamara said, noting the 
firm actually is a “guy and a girl.” He said 
he called a friend, whose wife runs “dark 
money ads” such as the attack ads they saw 


during the last election across the country. 

He said David Katz doesn’t have any 
governments as lobbying customers, and 
he’s a Democrat, so, “He’ll get us in the 
door.” 

McNamara said if the omnibus bill goes 
though there will be a hunk of money 
available, including $100 million for trails. 

“We want $1.8 million and that’s his 
first job,’ McNamara said, adding that 
Katz is a friend and Katz, Mike Duggan 
and McNamara grew up together. He 
said Duggan is a natural administrator. 
McNamara said his dad worked with Katz 
to get funds. 

In her last director’s report, Ireland said 
the township is not open on Fridays, but 
State Rep. Reggie Miller would like to 
have office hours in the Harris House DDA 
headquarters on a Friday. State Sen. Darrin 
Camilleri also wants to have office hours 
here, she said. 


McNamara said Rep. Miller has 
been named chairperson of the House 
Agriculture Committee and a chairperson 
assignment is unusual for a freshman 
representative. He said she also is on the 
Economic Development and Transportation 
committees, which is good for the township. 

DDA member Victor DeLibera said the 
Robotics group uses Harris House every 
other Monday for meetings. 

Ireland said the building use policy has to 
be put back up. 

DDA member Joyce Rochowiak said they 
need to put community events on the DDA 
sign out in front and Ireland said they need 
training on how to do the sign. She said she 
didn’t know how to do it alone, obviously 
referring to after Lisa Lothringer left as 
deputy executive director. 

McNamara said the DDA needs to be more 
a part of the community. The DDA discussed 
having the Belleville Area Chamber of 
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Commerce meet at Harris House. 

Coburn said she is on the Romulus 
Chamber and she would like to be on the 
board of the Belleville Chamber. McNamara 
said he would look into that. Coburn also 
said she’s been treasurer of Aerotropolis for 
two years. 

McNamara said Rep. Miller and Sen. 
Camillieri could have offices and desks at 
Harris House. 

Ireland announced that Belleville Road 
from Tyler to Ecorse has been placed on 
the Wayne County FAC, TEDF Category C 
funding for an amount of $2,111,000 for a 
2025 funding year. She said the owner of 
the house with property on the west side 
of Belleville Road in the right of way is 
now interested in doing something with the 
house, which he refused before. Ireland said 
they will meet with him.
